(2) a student's eligibility for a MAP grant may, in the future, become based in part on
that student's ability to demonstrate that he or she is achieving academic success and making progress;
and
(3) an institution's eligibility for MAP grants may, in the future, become based in part
on its ability to demonstrate that it is a partner with this State and the institution is providing financial aid
to students from its own resources; and be it further
RESOLVED, That to provide adequate time for the creation and implementation of new measurement
and performance systems, the new systems should not become eligibility criteria for MAP funds prior to
the Fiscal Year 2015 budget; and be it further
RESOLVED, That the task force shall complete its work and report its findings and recommendations to
the General Assembly no later than January 1, 2013; and be it further
RESOLVED, That a suitable copy of this resolution be delivered to the Executive Director of the
[llinois Student Assistance Commission.
